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EXPORT SUMMARY 


U.S. exports of horticultural products of offshore destinations (destinations 
other than Canada*) were $252 million in May, 3 percent above April and 4 
percent greater than the level recorded in May a year earlier. Export 
movement of fruit juice, hops, and vegetables and products was. particularly 
strong in May. Orange and grape juices were the main products driving the 
increase in fruit juice exports. Shipments to East Asia accounted for 64 
percent of all fruit juice exports, with the bulk going to Japan. Juice 
exports to Korea increased 18 times over May 1988, to $2.1 million. As with 
fruit juices, vegetable export growth was primarily in East Asia, with Japan 
leading. Exports to Korea jumped dramatically as illustrated by frozen 
vegetable shipments going from nothing in May 1988, to $270,000 in May 1989. 
Vegetables and products that showed excellent movement include lettuce, frozen 
potatoes, and frozen sweet corn. Most hop exports went to Mexico, Brazil, and 
Nigeria. Tree nut exports, on the other hand, dropped almost 20 percent in 
May, to $38 million. Almonds accounted for the bulk of the decrease. The 
USSR, which imported over $6 million U.S. almonds in May 1988, imported 
nothing in May 1989. Overall offshore exports for the first 8 months of 1989 
are 7 percent greater than the same time period in 1988.

UPDATE 


Citrus and Products 


--The forecast for orange production in the Brazilian State of Sao Paulo 
during the 1989 season has been increased to a record 265 million 90-pound 


boxes, 15 million boxes above the previous USDA forecast (see the June 1989 
Horticultural Products Review, page 12) and 55 million above last season. The 
increase in the forecast is attributed to the continuation of favorable 
growing conditions. Harvesting now is under way, although the bulk of the 
orange crop will be picked in September-November given that most fruit this 
year will come from the second bloom. Processors in Sao Paulo are expected to 
utilize 230 million boxes, which should produce 865,000 tons of concentrated 
orange juice at 65 degree brix (298 million gallons at 42 degree brix). That 
would compare with 680,000 tons of concentrated orange juice produced last 
year. While total Brazilian exports of orange juice during the 1989/90 
marketing year (July-June) will increase 15 percent to 785,000 tons, a 
Significant buildup in juice inventory is projected. End-of-season juice 
stocks as of June 30, 1990, are forecast at 119,000 tons, three times greater 
than a year earlier. 


Fresh Non-Citrus 


--Australia’s horticultural sector has yet to become a significant force in 


world markets, despite earlier promising growth, according to the Australian 
Horticultural Corporation (AHC). The AHC blames the major marketing bodies in 
Australia for failing to capitalize on expanded market opportunities, and for 
allowing aggressive new exporters such as New Zealand and Chile to displace 
Australia in traditional markets. Australian apple and pear exports have 
dropped from 8 million cartons in the early 1970’s to less than 1 million in 
1988. Over the same period , New Zealand’s apple exports have grown from 3 
million cartons to about 10 million. Industry analysts point to additional 
factors, such as bad weather and adverse currency movements, that recently 
have caused shortfalls in Australian export supplies. 


Dried Fruit and Treenuts 


--The European Community has set minimum grower prices (MGP) and _ processing 
subsidies (PS) for dried fruit for marketing 1989/90.

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Other Processed Fruits 


--An agreement between the United States and the European Community has been 
reached settling the dispute over canned fruit. The European Community has 


lowered the subsidy levels for canned peaches and pears for 1989/90 to a point 
where they are in compliance with the 1985 U.S.-EC Canned Fruit Agreement. 
(see page 19 for subsidy levels). The EC also passed legislation on July 28 
limiting future subsidies on canned peaches and pears so_ that EC processors’ 
cost for fruit is no less than the world trade-weighted price. The United 
States has now terminated the Section 301 investigation on canned fruit. 


Vegetables 


--U.S. frozen french fries entering Taiwan have been misclassified, resulting 


in a higher than necessary tariff. Representatives of the Oregon Potato 
Commission discovered that frozen french fries should enter Taiwan under 


Harmonized System (HS) code 200401010, at 20-percent duty, instead of the 
previously applied HS code 07101000, at 30-percent duty. Taiwan importers 
have been advised of the situation by the agricultural office of the American 
Institute in Taiwan. 


--The EC has lowered its processor subsidy levels for tomato paste and canned 


whole peeled tomatoes for all countries except Spain and Portugal for the 
1989/90 marketing year (see page 16). Minimum grower prices have been held to 


last year’s levels. The subsidies decreased 30 percent for tomato paste, 
causing the net cost in dollars of tomatoes for tomato paste to increase 12 
percent in Italy and 24 percent in Greece. In Italy, the net cost in dollars 
of tomatoes used in canned whole peeled tomatoes increased about 10 percent. 


In Spain and Portugal, both the minimum grower price and the processor subsidy 
increased. The net cost of tomatoes for Spanish processors of tomato paste 
and whole peeled San Marzano went up 13 percent and 11 percent, respectively. 
Due to 21-percent devaluation of the Portuguese "green escudo" processors’ 
costs of tomatoes in that country basically remained the same as last year. 
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CANADIAN IMPORTS OF U.S. HORTICULTURAL PRODUCTS 


Canada’s position as the premier market for U.S. horticultural exports was 
maintained in 1988. Canadian imports of U.S. horticultural products increased 
10.9 percent from 1987 to reach a value of $1.5 billion', 60 percent of total 


Canadian horticultural imports. From the U.S. perspective, the Canadian 
market was the destination for about 40 percent of all U.S. horticultural 
exports last year. Overall sales of U.S. products were favored by a 


Significant weakening of the U.S. dollar against the Canadian dollar, 
resulting in relatively cheaper prices for U.S. goods in Canada. 


While the total picture is clear, the status of individual commodities is 
difficult to examine because of Canada’s adoption of the Harmonized Tariff 
system. The new tariff schedule regroups horticultural products into new 
categories, hampering comparisons of 1988 import statistics with those from 
earlier years. 


U.S. export data to Canada continue to be plagued by undercounting. However, 
after having worsened steadily over the past several years, the data situation 
appears to have stabilized. In 1988, U.S. official export statistics showed 
total horticultural exports to Canada at $745 million, reflecting only 51.4 
percent of actual imports into Canada, as reported by the Canadian Government. 
While this level of accuracy is hardly impressive, it does show a modest 
improvement from the 50.1 percent accuracy of U.S. export data in 1987, and 
from the extreme low of 49 percent accuracy in 1986. 


U.S. imports of Canadian horticultural products also increased in 1988, rising 
10.4 percent to $260 million (not including beer and ale). Fresh fruits and 
vegetables accounted for nearly half of these imports, by value. Potatoes 
were the major item in this category, followed by apples and blueberries. In 
addition to produce, Canadian beer remains a major U.S. import for the United 
States, with a value reaching $161 million in 1988.

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THE MEXICAN MARKET FOR U.S. FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 


Introduction: Talk of exporting fresh produce from the United States to 
Mexico typically evokes a skeptical response. On the surface, such disregard 
for the Mexican market seems justified. Mexico’s foreign debt is immense and 
its foreign capital reserves are thin. The buying power of Mexican consumers 
has plummeted in the 1980’s due to the collapse of oil prices in 1982, 
subsequent peso devaluations, and near hyper inflation. Finally, everyone 
knows the United States imports much more fresh fruits and vegetables from 
Mexico than it exports there. In 1988, imports of fresh fruit and vegetables 
from Mexico were valued at $609 million, while exports to Mexico reached $13.5 
million. From an aggregate point of view then, Mexico does not’ seem of 
interest to U.S. exporters of fresh produce. 


However, Mexico is an excellent market for certain fresh fruits and 
vegetables. In fiscal year 1988 (October 1987 - September 1988), Mexico was 
the twelfth most important foreign market for U.S. fresh produce exports, 
ranking just behind West Germany and Malaysia. Produce exports to Mexico have 
been climbing at an average annual rate of 19 percent since 1985. For _ the 
first 8 months of fiscal year 1989, exports were up 148 percent from the same 
period in 1988. 


The Mexican Economy: A major factor in increasing demand for U.S. products in 
Mexico is the improved performance of the Mexican economy since the first 
anti-inflation pact was negotiated in December 1987. The recently announced 
extension of the anti-inflation pact between the Mexican government, industry, 
and labor pledges to keep many prices fixed until March 1990. This action 
should hold inflation to less than 20 percent in 1989. The peso-dollar 
exchange rate also has remained relatively stable since December 1987, rising 
from 2,270 pesos to the dollar then to 2,514 in July 1989. These factors 
improve the buying power of Mexican consumers and make imports more affordable. 


The Mexican Market: Any effort to develop the Mexican market for U.S. 
horticultural products should be concentrated in Mexico City. The Mexico City 
metropolitan area has a population of close to 20 million. Most of the 
purchasing power in Mexico is centered there. Over 50 percent of the 
horticultural products marketed commercially in Mexico are consumed in Mexico 
City. Products imported from the United States include most types of 
deciduous and stone fruits (apples, pears, peaches and nectarines, apricots, 
plums, and persimmons), some vegetables (onions, potatoes, and celery), and 
occasionally citrus fruit (oranges and lemons). Mexican demand for imported 
produce depends on domestic scarcity, import price, and quality. 


Promotional efforts should concentrate on the major supermarkets and the 
largest brokers in the largest terminal market in Mexico City--the Central de 
Abastos. There are several large supermarket chains in Mexico. Each of 
these chains has a produce distribution center in Mexico City, and some have 
distribution centers in other large Mexican cities (Guadalajara and 
Monterrey). Some supermarket chains are large enough to bypass. the terminal 
market altogether and import directly from the United States. However, most 
imported fresh produce goes straight to the Central de Abastos.

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The produce distribution network in Mexico City is notably different from that 
in the United States in that there are a large number of intermediaries 


involved. A product may pass. through as many as_ 10 brokers when going from 
grower to final consumer (in the United States less than five middlemen are 
usually involved). Imported produce can go through a number of marketing 


chains; the most important link in all of which is the broker (usually located 
in the Central de Abastos) who buys the original trailer load of 20 short tons 
of product. From his refrigerated warehouse at the Central de Abastos, this 
broker will then distribute the product to other brokers in the same spot, 
supermarket distribution centers, buyers in other terminal markets in Mexico 
City and other Mexican cities, and local distributors. 


The Mexican produce distribution system is different from the U.S. system, 
too, in that a large percentage of the commercially marketed produce sold in 
the entire country goes through the Central de Abastos in Mexico City. This 
is due to the lucrative and huge Mexico City market and to the lack of a 
national system of grading and standards in Mexico. The grades and standards 
of the Agricultural Marketing Service, USDA, are, for the most part, 
recognized by Mexican buyers. However, the intricacies of the system can be 
confusing. For example, Mexican buyers have been confused by the USDA grades 
‘Fancy’ and ‘Extra Fancy.’ A Mexican buyer has the right of refusal if the 
load he is buying does not meet the agreed-upon specifications upon arrival. 


Seasonal Trends: Fresh deciduous fruit is seasonally scarce on the Mexico 
City market. There is no controlled-atmosphere storage in Mexico, so U.S. 
apples find their best market after Mexican apples have been consumed. Over 
82 percent of U.S. apple shipments to Mexico in fiscal year 1988 were in the 
March-to-July period. Few domestic pears are available in Mexico, so U.S. 
pears enjoy a good market almost year round, with April being the peak month. 
The biggest limiting factor to expanding the market for apples and pears is 
the Mexican requirement of an import permit for these products. In March, the 
Government of Mexico extended the import permit requirement for apples through 
September 1989. At the same time, no new permits are being issued. 
Expectations are that the permit system will be abandoned this fall. 


Stone fruit is exported to Mexico during the summer months, when the fruit is 
available in the United States. Most U.S. grapes enter Mexico in December. 
It should be noted that U.S. export figures show plum, peach, and grape 
shipments to Mexico in the spring when no U.S.-grown fruit is available. 
These are re-exports of Chilean-grown fruit. No fresh produce can enter 
Mexico directly from Chile due to the absence of Mexican plant protection and 
quarantine inspection in Chile. However, re-exports from the United States 
are allowed because USDA inspects Chilean produce bound for the United States.

Lemon exports are 
sporadic and dependent on Mexican supply. 


U.S. onion shipments’ to Mexico come during late summer and fall. Potato 


exports peak in December and then again in June and August. Celery is shipped 
year round, with peak months varying from year to year.
